Others, again, are so thank- 
ful to rest in peace and quietness that they 
scarcely stir from one meal to another. 
The hammocks, pléntiful in number and of 
varying degrees of trustworthiness, are ip 
constant requisition, by adults as well as 
children. The rocking chairs with which all 
-the tents are provided know positively no 
cessation of movement save when the cam p- 
ers are “ eating.” Shady seats on the grass, 
with a big tree to serve as shoulder support, 
are by no means despised.

Military journals are finding fault with the 
British methods of waging war as absurdly 
and mischievously flabby, and are asserting 
that it is almost ludicrous that Kitchener 
should feed réfugees and women and chil- 
dren, and thereby relieve the Boers from the 
urgent necessity of surrendering in order to 
support their families. They forget that the 
clearance of Dutch territories would have re- 
sembled the Spanish operations in Cuba if 
the families had been rooted up from the 
farms and left to perish from starvation. 


Kitchener Runs His Own Campaign. 
The main point is whether Kitchener, with- 
out being inhuman, is succeeding in empty- 
ing and exhausting the Boer districts and is 
wearing out the resources of guerrilla war- 
fare by constant hammering.

Spanish Merchants and Others Object 
to Experiments Under Platt 
Amendment. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, July 13.—Regarding the state- 
ment that the merchants and planters and 
the press of Cuba are unanimous in wishing 
for the immediate establishment of a Cuban 
government, one of the most prominent 
Spanish merchants here says: We want 
annexation. We wish a definite settlement 
of the problem. We do not regard the estab- 
lishment of a government under the Platt 
amendment as definite. Cuba under such a 
régime would not prosper and capitol would 
not come out. Nobody would have confi- 
dence in such a government.

A prominent banker says he wishes a 
definite form of government, but would like 
to wait until after the next sugar crop, in case 
anything should happen. Ifa Cuban govern- 
ment is established it will be regarded by 
capitalists as an experiment and care will 
be exercised in loaning money until the 
experiment proves a success.

He 
said that at the second examination, which 
was made on the day of the funeral, he had 
found in company with the’ other physicians 
that were with him and with the physicians 


that had been sent by the attorneys for the 


defense that the hyoid bone had been found 
to have been fractured. 

„This could not have been the result of an 
accident,“ he said, neither could it have 
been the result of the pressure of a rope. It 
was done by human hands.“ 

The bone is hung loosely te the muscles 
and could not be broken in any other manner 
than by pressure on the neck. We are pos- 
itive this finding bears out the claim of the 
State that Alice. Cothrell's death was due to 
asphyxiation, the result ef being choked, and 
I can see no room for any sort of doubt 
about it.“ eg 

With the conclusion of the Coroner’s state- 
ment the State rested its case. 

Dunn and the two servants were taken 
back to the jail through as large a crowd as 
that which saw him come. 

It has been suggested that the defense will 
claim that the once insane woman, the wife 
of Dunn, is the guilty party. There is so 
much that will not support such a theory 
that it will hardly be attempted. 

The case will now rest from public atten- 
tion until the grand jury meets in September. 


SERMON WILL BE MAILED 
TO SUNDAY GOLF PLAYERS. 


Recent Discourse by the Rev. C. Scad- 
ding on Sabbath Observance to Be 
Printed in Pamphlet Form. 


To reach the ears of Sunday golf players 
the Rev. C. Scadding of Emmanuel Rectory, 
La Grange, III., is having printed in pamphlet 
form for distribution among them the ser- 
mon he preached last Sunday.

ATTITUDE OF GRAND DUCHY AND |

Russia Said to Have Had More Provo-

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—The recent 
student riots here, and all that they have in- 
volved, have for the moment overshadowed 
another question, which, if nat quite so in- 
sistent, is of paramount importance, The 
manner of its solution will indicate to the 
world the nature of Russia's internal policy 
more clearly than anything else. I refer to 
the question of Finland. 

Among other hereditary privileges of the 
Finns are those relating to army service. 
They may not be called upon to serve in the 


“Russian army, and their term of service is 


only about three years, to Russia’s five. The 
officers of the Finnish army must all also 
be Finns, nor can this army be called upon 
Briefly 
speaking, the Finnish people, as a whole, 
have more liberty and exist under social 
and industrial conditions far su r to 
those in Russia. It is a rich country, well 
cultivated and producing largely. N 


Finns Have Privileges. 

So great are the privileges of Finnish sub- 
jects that many native born Russians g0 
through the formality of changing their 
nationality. and becoming subjects ot the 
Grand Duchy: This is naturally distasteful 
to the Russian government, as well as the 
fact that Finns have a greater amount of 
liberty than Russia, while the country is a 
subject province. Then, too, Finland is 


un- Russian, a state of affairs which the 


imperial government has time after time 
taken measures to overcome in other parts 
of the Russian dominion. 

Uncongenial as the Russian government 
found its relation to the Finnish state, there 
seemed to be absolutely no honorable method 
by which changes could be effected. The 
Czar had sworn to protect the fundamental 
rights of Finland, and the fundamental 
rights could not be altered except with the 
assent of the four estates of Finland. That 
assent could never be obtained. At this 
juncture Podbiedonostseff, the procurator 
of the holy synod, and other men as reaction- 
ary as he, discovered the fact, or gave birth 
to the idea, that the fundamental rights of 
Finland could be interfered with if these 
fundamental rights interfered with the wel- 
fare of the Russian Empire.

In 1900 the Museum of National 


History in New York City supplied 22,500 slides to seventy-five cities and

In the previous year the 
Pedagogical Museum in Paris loaned 22,600 slides to schools of all grades 
throughout France and her colonies. 

It is also possible for a museum to prepare traveling museums contain- 
ing illustrative material selected and arranged by teachers who understand 
the needs of schools and interpreted by a competent museum expert. These 
collections may be passed from one school to another, remaining in each long 
enough to give the teachers an opportunity to use such parts as will aid 
them in their work, The Commercial Museums in Philadelphia have per- 
formed this service effectively not only for the schools of Philadelphia but

Every drinker, whether he be 
merely an occasional tippler or a confirmed alcoholist was at one time a tem- 
perate drinker. No one becomes an alcoholist with forethought and intention. 
Even occasional intoxication is only in rare cases actually preintended. 

Why should we accustom ourselves to even the most moderate use of 80 


Is it of indifferent effeet or is it 
harmful, no matter how small the quantity of it which we consume? Physi- 
ology teaches us that alcohol is the prototype ofa narcotic poison. It belongs

The third amendment made it the duty of the Mayor of every city and 
the President of every incorporated town or village throughout the State, as 
well as the Presidents or chief executive officers of every labor organization 
in the State, tocommunicateimmediately to the board exact information 
regarding any strike or lockout, either actual or. threatened, in which more 
than twenty-five persons are involved. ; 

These amendments were productive of good results, and the wisdom of 
thus broadening the law has since been manifested in many ways. 

But there remained, after the above three amendments were made, a 
serious drawback to the most efficient work of the Board of Arbitration.

strike or lockout fn which the public was concerned, and in which there 


was no disposition on the part of either the employés or the employer to 
ask for the assistance of the board.

It is the 
toxical effect of alcohol which the drinkers seek in the foaming cup; not, per- 
haps, downright intoxication, but that exhilarating and animating effect of 
the early stages of alcoholic poisoning which makes the use of alcohol so at- 
tractive and seductive.

Ritualism: Its Position and Purpose.

The proclamations have been made in antique 
style, and preparations already are ordered 
for a magnificent pageant a year hence. 

The King already has shown his aptitude 
for stage managing court functions, which 
have received under his direction a consider- 
able access of stateliness and color. He has 
a taste for ceremonial and a talent for ar- 
Panging the details of a splendid pageant. 
The coronation or consecration service is not 
Mkely to be abridged, nor to be deprived of 
any elements of pomp, glory, and impressive- 
ness. 

It is probable that the ritual at the Abbey 
will be increased, for the Queen is known to 
favor ornate religious services; and, while 
the ancient banquet, which was dispensed 
with at the last two coronations, in 1831 and 
1888, will not be revived; presumably the pro-

It is certain that the club man- 
agement is keeping itself as free of all en- 
tanglements connected with the betting as

To the credit of the Turf Congress, it can 
be said that that organization in a measure 
vindicated itself last week of some of the 
charges made against it when the Newport 
track announced a foreign book.

Dr. Nicholas Senn, Chicago's noted surgeon, is now journeying around 
the world in company with three Jriends— Prof. D. R. Brower and Dr. 


Jacob Frank of Chicago and Dr. William M. Mastin of Mobile, Ala.—for 


recreation and study. 


Dr. Senn will.describe his travels and observations 


in a series of letters which will appear from time to time in The Tribune. 


Dr. Senn has an international reputation as a surgeon, teacher, and writer 


on medical matters. Dr. Senn came to Chicago from Milwaukee in 1891. 
Previously he had practiced in Milwaukee and lectured at medical societies 
in Chicago. His clinics have been attended by noted surcedns of Europe 


and America and he has astonished the medical world with remarkable 


surgical operations, Besides being an eminent surgeon Dr. Senn is an able 
organizer. In 1891 he invited fifty national guard surgeons from the 
various States and organized them into an association, of which he became 
President. He has been President of the American Medical and Surgical 
association and four years ago was America's representative at the Moscow 
Medical congress. The leading medical societies of the world have elected 


him to honorary membership. In 1898 he gave up a practice estimated to 


be worth $50,000 a year and went 10 the war as Chief Operating Surgeon 


in the Field. 


Dr. Senn was born in Switzerland in 1844 and came to 


America with his parents nine years later. He was educated in America 


and Germany.

H, what is more sweet than, when the 
mind, set free from care, lays its bur- 
den down, and, when spent with dis- 
tant travel, we come back to our 
home and rest our limbs on the 

wished-for bed? This, this alone, repays 
such toils as these!—Catullus. . 

Labor's greatest reward is rest. Toll is 
one of the fruits of man's first disregard of 
the will of his Creator. “And to Adam he 
said: Because thou hast hearkened to the 
voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree 
whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldst not eat, cursed is the earth In thy 
work; with labor and toll shalt thou eat 
thereof all the days of thy life.” 

This curse has become a common inher- 
tance. None is exempt from it. Wealth 
may lighten the burden but cannot escape 
it. Some toll with their hands, others with 
their brain, and of the two classes the en- 
durarice of the latter is taxed most severely. 
This curse does not affect all alike. Ambi- 
tion aggravates it, contentment lightens it. 
Physical toil brings rest and sleep, severe 
mental labor only too often becomes the 
mother of unrest and loss of sleep. The hap- 
piest man is he who by the sweat of his face 
earns his daily bread, who enjoys his frugal 
meals, and who spends oné-third of his life- 
time unconscious of the world he lives in. 

The plain, hard couch of the laboring 
classes bears more refreshing sleep than the 
luxurious beds of the wealthy. The tired- 
ness following bodily labor is quickly re- 


paired by a night's sleep; the exhaustion in- 
’ cident to mental strain chases away nature’s 


restorer and often requires a long rest to 
restore the mind to Tt nörmal balance and 
power. 
EXPLANATION OF REST. | 

What is rest? What is rest for one is toil 
for another. The laborer requires physical 
rest. A healthy man can labor eight or ten 
hours out of the twenty-four and if supplied 
with the necessary quantity and quality of 
food he can continu occupation indef- 
initely without detriment to his health. A 
vacation for a laboring man brings often 
more harm than good. Only too often the 
time of such vacations is spent in excesses 
which are a greater tax on health and 
strength than the occupation from which he 
seeks relief. 

A short vacation spent in travel and read- 
ing is desirable and useful for the laboring 
man and woman, but not a necessity. An 
overtaxed brain needs rest. What kind of 
rest? Go to some fashionable seaside or 
mountain resort? Go where the rising sun 
disturbs the sleep of the sleepers and night 
is turned inte day? Bad places for a tired 
brain. | 

Brains are fatigued by monotony of work. 
A weary brain must have change of occupa- 
tion. The subject of nerve strain must di- 
rect the activity of his mind into other chan- 
nels, Travel, particularly an ocean voyage, 
is the best remedy for brain fatigue. Phys- 
ical exercise, walking, and driving are ex- 
cellent adjuncts. The solitude of the wil- 
derness, combined with fishing and hunting, 
sports that fatigue the body and rest the 
brain, are admirably adapted to abstract 
the mind from the previous monotony of 
its work. 

Rest for the brain means work of a dif- 
ferent kind. The professional man, above 
all others, is entitled to his regular annual 
vacation. A vacation to him is time well 
spent. The additional knowledge obtained 
by travel and observation broadens his mind 
and prepares him to do more and better wérk 
on his return. 


THE PEYSICIAN’S VACATION. 

Of all professional men I know of no one 
who is more in need of rest and recreation 
than the physician. In the practice of his 
profession time is never his own. When 
others rest he works. The responsibility 
which attends every one of his acts consti- 
tutes a strain unknown in the other profes- 
sions. He is daily brought in contact with 
pain, suffering, and distress. Every death 
that occurs in his practice brings up serious 
thoughts and exercises a depressing influ- 
ence. 

His best services are often rewarded by 
the grossest ingratitude. The keen compe- 
tition which exists everywhere forces him to 
keep pace with the rapidly advancing dis- 
coveries, improvements, and innovations of 
his profession. If the onerous duties to his 
clients leave any spare hours they are util. 
ized in familiarizing himself with the prog- 
ress in the art and science of medicine. 
The physician who has the interests and wel- 
fare of his profession at heart chooses a va- 
cation which will secure rest for his weary, 
troubled brain and at the same time give him 
an opportunity to Increase his knowledge of 
the various diseases and their treatment. 


A leisurely journey from one medica! cen- . 


ter to another will accomplish this, especial- 
ly if combined with an ocean voyage. Such 
an itinerary gives him an opportunity to 
visit different countries, observe the habits 
and customs of the people, familiarise him- 
self with the advantages and methods of ed- 
ucation of different institutions, cultivate 
the acquaintance of men eminent in his pro- 
fession as authors, teachers, and practition- 
ers, and observe their methods of treatment. 
All this requires no special mental effort, 
and yet fills the storehouse of practical 
knowledge to a wonderful extent. 

Physicians who take frequent vacations 
with such objects in view will always be 
found in the front rank of their profession. 
Little side trips to some of the beauties and 
wonders of nature will add to the enchant- 
ment of such trips.

This dance is one of the greatest 
wonders of the world of birds. 
Swinging gives pleasure to a great many 
birds. Captive parrots and canaries love to 
perch upon their rings, then swing from 
them. Wild birds cling to the highest twig 
of a bough and swing on it. This is true of 
the titmarch, the finch, the barley bird, and 
others. 

Veritable games of the chase are recrea- 
tions which appeal to some of the feathered 
family. In the autumn the redstart and 


their young engage in a lively fashion in 


chasing and teasing h other. A certain 
tame stork made great friends with children 
and played with them whenever they were 
at a game of catch. He flew after them with 
outstretched wings, caught hold of their 
coats with his bill, then would run away and 
look back to see whether the children were 
following. He would walt to be caught by 
the wing, then start off once more. 

A tame, trained magpie frequented the 
playground of the school children, particu- 
larly that of the boys, where she looked on ex- 
citedly, snapping her bill and hopping about 
for pleasure while they frolicked. The boys 
like to tease her. But she retaliated. She 
stretched out her long tall as if they should 
catch it, but when they tried to do so she al- 
Ways sprang nimbly to one side. This gave 
her great delight and she would follow after 
any one who had tried to touch her, hoping 
he would repeat his attempt. 

Woodpeckers are enthusiastic players and 
often take their parents as playfellows, play 
hide and seek, crouching behind tree trunks 
until found, clamber about the trees like little 
monkeys, chase and tease each other wildly, 
dance about, or, by shaking a bit of cloth or 
straw set the whole family into a fit of-excite- 
ment trying to catch it. Crdnes, which are 
some of the most intelligent of birds, like to 
throw.bits of mud or stones into the air just 
like small boys, and try to.catch them. 

The fighting plays of birds are frequently a 
species of teasing. A certain toncan delight- 
ed in plaguing a sulky monkey of whom he 
had made a friend and who was easily an- 
noyed. An ibis loved to torment a poor 
flamingo whenever the latter tried to go to 
sleep. The ibis stepped softly up to the 
drowsy fowl, pecked saucily at his web feet 
until the flamingo felt the tickling and woke 
and looked up startled. As soon as he began 
to resume his nap his tormentor come back. 

Partridges engage in real mock combats,

many people take in the fine arts. Some 
caged birds like to build nests just for the 
fun of it, as they never have any occasion 
to use the downy creations, while crows, 
ravens, and all their kind love to adorn their 
homes with any sort of bright objects which 
they can lay their hands upon. The nightin- 
gale’ trims her nest with bark, feathers, 
shavings, scraps of paper. Wrens line their 
nests with yellow chicken feathers. Many 
fowls habitually adorn their pretty little 
homes with wool, cotton, or any other gaudy 
material, the iridescent wings of tiny n- 
sects, or the cast-off skins of bright snakes. 

The bay bird of Asia, after he has con- 
structed his bottle-shaped and chambered 
nest, sticks it over, inside and out, with 
lumps of clay, and these he adorns with fire- 
files just to lend it a brilliant appearance. 
The hammer head of Africa, who makes his. 
nest on the ground, ornaments it with shells, 
bones, pieces of broken glass, and any col- 
ored or conspicuous object which comes in 
his way. But the bower bird is the cleverest 
architect and the most original of all. He 
builds a veritable assembly hall just for his 
flirtations and courting. It is erected on the 
ground in a tunnel shape, sometimes four 
feet long and eighteen inches high, raised on 
a platform of heavy sticks. Then he dec 
orates it in every possible way. He em- 
ploys three principal means of embellish« 
ment. The first makes use of the blue tall 
feathers of the parakeets, bleached bones, 
and shells. These are stuck between twigs 
or arranged at the entrance. They are con- 
tinually readjusted, however, and carried 
about by the birds while at play. 

In the second way of ornamenting the as- 
sembly hall, the bower bird takes tall grasses 
which nearly meet above and wave grace- 
fully. With round Iittle stones he keeps 
them in place, disposing them so as to form 
divergent paths. The third way employs 
bleached land shells and quantities of red, 
blue, and black berries which. lend a fresh 
‘and dainty appearance to the bower, also 
newly picked leaves, and young shoots of & 
pink hue. The aspect of the bower in any 
case is highly decorative, and points to an 
embryonic delight in the beautiful. 

The true story of a fantail’ pigeon is ad- 
ditionally suggestive of a bird’s apprecia- 
tion of outside appearances. This fowl was 
the head of a respectable family of pigeons 
who had lived to see his children of the 
third and fourth generation develop inte 
worthy members of society when suddenly 
he became the victim of a strange fascina- 
tion and infatuation. He fell in love witha 
brown stone ginger beer bottle. This was 
accidentally dropped at the foot of the pigeon 
cote when immediately old paterfamilias, 
hitherto unknown to manifest any eccen- 
tricity, pounced down before it and come 
menced a series of wonderful genufiections, 
bowings, scrapings, struttings about, around, 
and around, and a remarkable amount of the 
queerest antics imaginable, all as a means 
of grace in approaching the wonderful brown 
stone bottle. This never ceased until the bot - 
tle was taken away. It did not matter in 
what position the bottle was placed in the 
yard, so soon as old Mr. Pigeon spted it he 
enacted the same ludicrous scene. It would 
go on for hours, unwearyingly, although the 
other members of his family quite ignored 
the rival of their affections and paid no at- 
tention to his whim. , 

Making pets of objects, particularly of little 
live birds, is not an uncommon pastime with 
older fowls. There was once a gray parrot 
which had the tenderest heart in the world. 
In the garden she came upon some little 
finches, and, seeing members of the family 
with whom she lived carry them some food, 
she forthwith filled her beak with goodies 
and tucked them into the baby mouths. She 
never returned to her cage again, but re- | 
mained with them day and night and fed * 
them carefully until they were grown, when 1 
they loved to perch upon her head and fly 
fondly about her. 

A pond raven who once was housed with a 
magpie always thereafter insisted upon 
having. one for a companion. He would > 
chase the magpies as they flew near his cage,” 
and catching one, would hold it persistently 
until the attendant placed it in his cage. 
If, instead of heeding the raven's wishes,+ 
the attendant let the magpie have her free- 
dom, the raven would repeat his chase until’ 
he had his way. Then when he had his’ 
darling in his cage he would inflict her with - 
merciless teasing much like monkeys do with 
their favorites. 

Plays of imitation are numerous. Every 
little bird imitates its father and mother is 
eating and drinking, in walking and learn 
ing how to fly, or to swim, or to sing. But 
there are some wonderful feats of imitation 
which they have not learned from their own 
kind out from people. And these give then. 
endless amusement. A clever little canary. 
was the possessor of a fine voice, which for 
some reason he did not care any longer to 
use. So his mistress, who made a habit of 
talking to him, chided him, saying: Sing 
again, birdie, sing again. How do you sing 
* Widewidewitt? And then little Dickie 
responded with a harmonious little melody, 
into which he wove the ds which his mis- 
tress had just spoken. He did not imitate 
human tones of voice, but the words were 
distinct, and as he repeated them they grew 
clearer and clearer.
